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A PRE-COLUMBIAN MEXICAN HEAD 


EXICAN art and archaeology have been increasingly 
appreciated by the public in the past few years. The 
Mexican Exhibition recently opened in the Museum of Modern 
Art, New York, and the emphasis this winter of the State De- 
partment’s conferences in Washington on Inter-American Rela- 
tions in the Field of Art, conferences participated in by The 
Cleveland Museum of Art, have justly caught wide attention. 
American continental art in the northern continent found its 
highest expression in Central America and Mexico in the cen- 
turies preceding the discovery of America. The art of the Mayas, 
the cultures of the Olmec, Totonac, Zapotec, Toltec, and Aztec, 
to mention the most important elements, gave rich and varied 
fruit. But knowledge in these fields is inevitably incomplete in 
spite of long study and research, for new discoveries are con- 
tinually being made such as, for example, the magnificent finds’ 
of gold and of other objects at Monte Alban in Oaxaca. 

The Cleveland Museum of Art has been adding a few objects 
of the arts of the Americas. Recently a superb sculptured head 
in baked clay has been acquired, a purchase from the J. H. Wade 
Fund, certainly one of the finest pieces of sculpture to come out 
of Mexico, far finer than the related pieces now shown in New 
York. For that reason, this new acquisition is all-important, 
introducing as it does a new criterion of quality. It comes from 
the State of Vera Cruz. In the present stage of research it is 
possible only to identify it with other objects,’ of which it is 
the finest known, found in the lower Basin of the Papaloapan 
River in southern Vera Cruz and to date it before the twelfth 
century.

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The head is magnificently characterized: the subtle modeling, 
the sharp line of the aquiline nose which meets the line of the 
eyebrows, the half-opened mouth showing the teeth, the eyes, 
with iris indicated by a pitchlike substance, all give a startling 
vitality which is further accentuated by a profoundly expressive 


_ profile. The face is flanked by circular ear plugs and framed by 


highly stylized hair and by a strap which holds an elaborate 
headdress with animal motifs.

TWO DRAWINGS BY PIAZZETTA 


On three specific occasions there have been published in this 
Bulletin items of importance by Giovanni Battista Piazzetta 
which have been acquired by the Museum. Five portrait draw- 
ings and an oil, “The Supper at Emmaus,” were added to the 
collection in 1931, and appeared in the Bulletin’ of that year. 
A sixth drawing, of a head, was given in 1934.” Added to these, 
this year, were two other charcoal drawings, purchases from the 
J. H. Wade Fund; the whole group of Piazzettas now forms a 
unique representation, outside of Venice, of this fine seventeenth- 
to eighteenth-century Italian painter. 

Of these two recent accessions, one is a drawing of three heads 
called “Il fiorellin d’amore’’; well known as the largest and 
perhaps finest of its type, it is generally regarded as the climax 
of the period around 1720 early in Piazzetta’s career, when he 
gained his livelihood doing these finely achieved large drawings 
as ends in themselves, and not as sketches for subsequent paint- 
ing. He drew his models from among the local vagrants, street 
musicians, and singers in Venice, and immortalized the types, 
lavishing upon the drawings his matchless skill, with a view to 
decoying lucrative commissions for portraiture. 

As is the case with so many of these drawings, the physical 
condition of the paper is rather poor, being eaten and filled with 
worm holes. The surface of the drawing itself, however, is re- 
markably fresh, considering that it is done in charcoal and is 
heightened with white chalk. One of the original group of five,

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the “Man with a Fur Cap,” and this drawing are without water 
stains; the paper of both is still gray-green and is not discolored 
to a brownish state as is that of the others. 

Of quite another sort is the second* of the two new Piazzetta 
drawings; also done in charcoal and white chalk, it shows a 
flying angel and served as one of the preliminary studies for the 
figure of an angel supporting St. Dominic in a ceiling decoration, 
“The Apotheosis of San Domenico.”* The fresco is in the chapel 
of the saint in the Church of SS. Giovanni e Paolo in Venice. 
This drawing has also been recently published® and its various 
details have been compared with the final handling in the ceil- 
ing. It is recorded that the chapel was completed in 1727, and 
since the drawing was a working sketch, it is probably shortly 
prior to this in date. HENRY S. FRANCIS
